He may not have Parisian 
styles to exhibit, but the up-to-date hardware dealer 
has. specialties every spring from all the great manu- 
facturing centers of the United States, including 
goods to interest and charm every member of the 
family. The spring opening affords an excellent op- 
portunity of calling attention to such novelties, as well 
as to the staple lines of hardware which are in sea- 
sonable demand. The spring opening is a trade help 
that is worthy of serious consideration by the hard- 
ware trade. 

Reports of many successful hardware openings have 
reached us from time to time and have been duly re- 
corded in the columns of THE AMERICAN ArTISAN. It 
can safely be said that wherever an effort has been 
made by a retail merchant through extra displays in 
his store, or by means of some sort of entertainment, 

to attract visitors who would not otherwise come to in- 

spect his stock, such efforts have invariably been re- 
warded by success. It is only natural to expect that 
this would be the case, for it is axiomatic in retail mer- 
chandising that there is business in a crowd—that of 
every hundred or thousand visitors to a store where 
goods are displayed or-sold at retail, a certain percent- 
age will become purchasers, the percentage varying 
according to the character of the goods offered and 
the prices that prevail. 

It must always be remembered that the expenditure 
of a little money is usually necessary to secure public- 
ity. The money spent in that direction is well spent, 
provided it secures the desired results. -The public is 
always impressed by effective enterprise on the part of 
a local merchant. It is in fact a compliment to the 
people who participate in free entertainment offered 
by a merchant—and it is a compliment that is usually 
appreciated. 








MANy men of many minds have been discussing 
the present outlook since a famous railroad president

Conditions, &°"¢tal scanning of the horizon to dis- 


cover, if possible, the embryo cloud that 
presages foul weather in the business world. Prophets 
of evil there are a-plenty, but few writers or thinkers 
have been able to name any really significant indica- 
tions that business is likely soon to hit the down 
grade. 

The manufacturer and the merchant who have to 
do with the products of iron and steel find absolutely 
nothing to discourage them in the outlook. On the 
contrary their prospect is a roseate one, as even James 
J. Hill himself admits. 

It is well, however, for the business man to look 
beyond his immediate sphere; to examine conditions 
outside his own line of business; and to compare ex- 
periences and views with others before he decides 
that there is to be any speedy change in the general 
conditions of business. 

From this standpoint the views of a leading Bos- 
ton merchant, quoted by the Boston News Bureau, 
will interest every business man. He says: 

“There is no better index of industrial conditions 
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than the textile industry. I don’t even except iron and 
steel. Therefore, I would suggest to the financial in- 
terests, who, because they see stocks declining, are 
ready to jump to the conclusion that business is on the 
down grade, to make a canvass of the textile indus- 
try. 

“They will find every loom in the country at work 
and they will find most of the mills of the country 
have not only sold their prospective output for the 
balance of this year, but that the mills are already 
taking contracts running into next year. 

“Tt is possible that some of the railroads are cur- 
tailing construction expenditures because of the tem- 
porary lack of new capital and high rates for new 
money, which latter is largely a reflex of the remark- 
ably good business conditions. This, however, does 
not necessarily indicate that the business clock has 
struck 12. 

“James J. Hill says that business is receding. Mr. 
Hill made the same prognostication a year ago and my 
belief is that his guess this year will be as near right 
as it was a year ago. 

“Notwithstanding the approach of a presidential 
year, I predict that 1907 will prove to be one of the 
banner business years in this country’s history, and I 
base my opinion upon a knowledge of textile trade 
conditions extending over this country and Europe.” 

These are not the statements of an over-enthusiastic 
optimist. They are the calm opinions of a business 
man, based upon the actual conditions of a typical in- 
dustry, and they seem to have far more basis in fact, 
far greater justification, than the views of those who 
see a recession of business at hand. 








Almost a year has passed since the seismic disturb- 
ance and fire which wiped out a large portion of the 
city of San Francisco, and the lessons 

from San ‘© Y¢ learned from a careful study of 
Francisco. that occurrence are now available. The 
Chamber of Commerce of San Francisco 

has recently published the report of the special com- 
mittee of its board of trustees on the insurance settle- 
ments incident to the conflagration, and. some of the 
findings of this committee are commended to the care- 
ful consideration of American business men. In 
the course of its valuable report the committee says: 
“There are many lessons to be learned from the 
earthquake and conflagration. In the first place it 
has been demonstrated that thoroughly well construct- 
ed buildings on a good foundation are not materially 
damaged by such earthquake shocks as that of April, 
18, 1906. There is a great mass of evidence upon the 
effects of fire and earthquake upon various building 
materials and types of construction; there is no evi- 


dence at all upon the use of water in fighting confla- 
grations ; there is a large amount of evidence upon the 


use of dynamite in stopping fire; there is nothing to 
be learned with regard to the niceties of adjusting; 
there is much evidence of the evils of the reinsurance 
system as used in San Francisco; there is much to be 
learned with regard to the organization and handling 
of a situation of this kind on the side of both the in- 
surers and the insured. 

“The lesson that the insured will take most to heart 
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is that insurance will not take care of itself, nor will 
his broker take care of it for him without some watch- 
ing. The insurance interests of a business house are 
immensely important and should be looked after by a 
trained person, The conflagration has shown, as has 
the recent life insurance investigation, the need of 
popular education in insurance.” 

The committee points with a certain sat’sfaction to 
the fact that owing to the conflagration the status of 
the reinsurance reserve in the case of insolvent com- 
panies has been brought into question and that we are 
likely to have judicial decisions thereupon; that we 
are more definitely to ascertain the position that for- 
eign insurance companies may occupy in our coun- 
try, and to that end are to test the standing of the 
insured in foreign courts; and also are to have judi- 
cial decisions as to liability under the earthquake 
clause. The ‘committee finds, however, that a very 
discouraging feature of the fire insurance situation in 
the United States is the indifference of the American 
people to the enormous annual fire loss due princi- 
pally to flimsy and meretricious construction. 

It is pointed out that the average insurance rate 
in the United States is over twelve times as large as 
the average rate in Great Britain, and twenty-eight 
times as large as the average rate in Spain, and the 
committee fear that cheap construction is such an in- 
grained national fault in this country that it is almost 
hopeless: to combat it. It would seem that in San 
Francisco at least, after this: monumental lesson from 
earthquake and fire, business men and property-own- 
ers should consider this subject seriously. The insur- 
ance companies are exerting an. influence for better 
things by penalizing bad construction and making al- 
lowances for good construction in their rates and 
they should have the support and interest of every 
good citizen. There is only one sure way of prevent- 
ing conflagrations, and that is by giving fire nothing 
to burn.

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CONFERENCE ON MOLDERS’ WAGES. 








It is announced that a conference will be held in 
Chicago at the end of the present month between rep- 
resentatives of the Stove Founders’ National Defense 
Association and the Iron Molders’ Union of North 
America, The meeting will be held at the Auditorium 
Hotel beginning March 26, and is likely to continue 
for several days. 

The conference is called to consider the increase of 
wages recently demanded by the molders. The thirty 
days’ notice of this demand required by the agreement 
with the employers was given February 27 and the 
conference is to pass upon the equity.of the demand. 
The wages now paid to stove molders under the work- 
ing agreement are at the rate of 20 per cent on list 
prices. 





STOVE OR OVEN DOOR SUPPORT. 





A patent, No. 846,186, has just been awarded to 
Richard A. Culter, Peoria, Ill., for a stove or oven 
door support, and the same has been assigned to the 

















Culter’s Stove or Oven Door Support. 


Culter & Proctor Stove Co. of Peoria. The claims al- 
lowed by the Patent Office are as follows: 

1. A pintle-mounted drop-door for stoves and 
ovens having a pair of front projections each forming 
a shoulder at an angle to the face of the door, in com- 
bination with forwardly-extending brackets for the 
pintles of the door, each bracket having a front im- 
pact-surface, the axis of the door-pintles being perma- 
nently in a plane above the plane of said impact-sur- 
face, whereby in the dropping of the door the impact 
of the fall will cause the shoulders on the door facing 
toward the pintles to strike the impact-surface of said 
brackets which face away from the pintles and thus 
direct the force of the impact inward and prevent the 
breaking of the door. 

2. A pintle-mounted drop-door for stoves and ovens 
having abutting stop-surfaces on the door frame in a 
plane approximately tangential to an arc described 
from the pintles, in combination with shoulders for- 
wardly extending from the pintle-brackets and hay- 
ing front impact-surfaces, whereby the stopping action 
will operate in a direction radial to the axis of the 
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pintles, and the door will operate as an agent in pre- 
venting its own breakage.

SOUTHERN STOVE RUMORS. 








According to a story printed in a recent issue of the 
Chattanooga Times, a movement is on foot to consoli- 
date a number of stove and range concerns through- 
out the South into one company with securities aggre- 
gating $5,000,000, 

The Chattanooga paper states that the movement 
contemplates the consolidation of two plants in that 
city, one in Atlanta, one in Memphis, one in Nash- 
ville and one in Birmingham, and that the plans are in 
the hands of a well-known Atlanta financier. 

It is further stated that the new company wil! have 
a capital stock of $3,000,000, and a bond issue of $2,- 
000,000, making a total capitalization of $5,000,000. 
It is said that the new company will control five- 
sevenths of the Southern stove output, as of the 70,000 
stoves and ranges manufactured in the South about 
50,000 come from the plants in the prospective merger. 

Nothing definite seems to be known of the plan by 
Sam D. Jones, president of the Atlanta Stove Works, 
says the Atlanta, Georgia, Journal. In speaking of the 
rumor Mr. Jones said to a representative of the 
Journal: 

“No proposition of any kind, looking to consolida- 
tion of the several plants indicated, has been made to 
my company. There may be such a movement on 
foot, and it may be that the projectors are making in- 
vestigations about the Atlanta Stove Works, but if thev 
are we know nothing about it. 

“T am inclined to think,” concluded Mr. Jones, “that 
there is a good deal of hot air in the rumor.”

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ELECTRIC HEATING AND COOKING, 








In view of recent comparisons of the cost of heat- 
ing and cooking by electricity and by gas, such com- 
parisons showing that there is little chance of elec- 
tricity competing successfully with gas in the near 
future, the following from the Electrical World will 
be read with interest by all who are interested in the 
heating problem: 

“The time now appears to have arrived when cen- 
tral station managers must give serious attention to 
the making of special rates for appliances used on 
special heating and cooking circuits. 

“The two principal questions to be solved are the 
relative amount of such business which comes on the 
peak and the question of making a rate which will 
not be inconsistent with existing lighting rates. Some 
managers hesitate at first at the thought of charging 
a customer one rate for current used in lighting a 
house and another rate for current used for cooking 
in the same house. They argue that customers draw 
the conclusion that the lighting rates are too high if 
the heating rate ig much lower. 

“No radically new problem is to be met here, how- 
ever, because nearly every company has power rates 
considerably lower than lighting rates, and every elec- 
tric lighting manager competent to hold his job can 
show any customer who can be reasoned with that 
the fixed charges which form such a large slice of 
the cost where lights are used but a few hours per day 
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become a smaller proportion of the cost when current 
is used for power and cooking in considerable quan- 
tities at times when it does not call for extra invest- 
ment in station and distributing systems. 

“Of course, power and cooking loads overlap the 
lighting loads somewhat, but even if they did the fact 
that power and cooking demands continue so many 
more hours per day than lighting makes the propor- 
tion of the fixed charges on investment much less per 
kilowatt-hour on power and cooking than on lighting. 
A number of companies have already made special 
rates for electric cooking where it is connected through 


a separate meter.”

James Rogers, vice-president of The March-Brown- 
back Stove Company, manufacturers of stoves, heat- 
ers and ranges, Pottstown, Pennsylvania, died on 
Friday, March 8, 1907, at his residence, No. 54 North 
Main street, Spring City, Pennsylvania.

Another feature was the finan- 
cial statement of Goshen corporations: and of Elkhart 
county, as well as of the Bank of Goshen, report of the 
St. Joseph River Navigation Committee, the Bank of 
Goshen and Salem Bank lists of free bank paper, etc. 
Some interesting railway news was also reproduced, 
including an account of the building of the Air Line 
of the Lake Shore from Toledo to Goshen.—Goshen, 
Ind., Times. 
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THE FIRST PRIZE WINDOW. 


As announced in these columns last week the judges 
in THE AMERICAN ARTISAN window display compe- 
tition, which closed February 28, awarded the first 
prize to Mr. H. W. Dieterle, who is connected with 
the Murphy-Maclay Hardware Company, of Great 
Falls, Montana. The photograph which received the 
unanimous award of the three judges for first place 
is reproduced herewith. The description of the win- 
dow submitted by Mr. Dieterle (“Montana’’) with 
the photograph was as follows: 

“This is a general display of cutlery, sporting goods, 
nickel and aluminum ware, tools, kodaks, etc. 

“The color scheme as a whole was gold, green and 
white. 

“The goods on lower foreground were placed on 


an inclined base, to bring the goods in the rear into 
better view. The inclined base was covered with 
green cloth, every article displayed being decorated 
with a sprig of artificial leaves. 

“The background, under cornice, was covered with 
building paper and then gold bronzed. The decora- 
tions were vines and wreaths made of artificial flowers. 

“The center piece was cut-out of lumber, covered 
with cotton batting and sprinkled -with mica flitter. 
To the center piece were fastened scissors of all kinds. 

“On the right and left sides of the window were 
gold bronzed metal shelves. On the right were dis- 
played kodaks, etc., on the left carpet sweepers, nickel 
and aluminum ware, striking bags, etc. 

“The pillars supporting the cornice were made of 
galvanized iron, covered with green onyx paper and 
varnished to give a polished appearance. 





“The cornice was made of wood, covered with onyx 
paper, decorated with wreaths and vines, made of arti- 
ficial leaves. Out of each wreath were extended elec- 
tric lights having glass shades. Four electric lights 
in ground glass globes were also extended from lower 
portions of the cornice, and these were connected to 
an electric flasher.”

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Spring Openings in 


At the present time greater attention than ever be- 
fore is being given throughout the country to the 
question of “spring openings” in the hardware trade, 
and the inquiries published in the last issue of THE 
AMERICAN ARTISAN have brought out several sug- 
gestions of practical value. It is probable that some- 
thing or other in the line of a spring opening will be 
attempted this season by a far greater percentage of 
hardware retailers than in any previous spring and 
there seems to be little doubt that such affairs almost 
invariably pay. 

In giving spring openings the retailer can usually 
rely upon some valuable assistance or encouragement 
from jobbers and manufacturers, though this should 
not be expected as a right or asked in any but a spirit 
of fraternal co-operation. The Simmons Hardware 
Company of St. Louis, Missouri, are among the whole- 
salers who are usually ready and willing to assist their 
customers in every legitimate effort to attract trade. 

The Simmons people furnish for spring openings 
and kindred -occasions, such as special sales, etc., a 
souvenir button with scarlet and white streamers, 
which never fails to attract attention and interest 








wherever worn. The button used is illustrated here- 
with, the streamers bearing the name of the local 
dealer with the date of the occasion, etc. 
Methods of Using Buttons. 
Mr. E. H. Simmons of The Simmons Hardware 
Company said recently to THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 
“These souvenir buttons are a capital thing as an 
adjunct to a successful opening. When we furnish 
these buttons to our customers we usually suggest to 
the firm that early in the day of the opening they get 
four or five people to walk around the principal streets 
of the town wearing these emblems. People seeing 
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the Hardware Trade 


them soon become curious and inquire where they can 
be procured. Invariably there is a great demand for 
them before they have been long on the street. 

“It is always good policy for the dealers to ‘keep 
their supply of these emblems in the rear part of the 
store. Then when people come in asking for the sou- 
venir button they are told: ‘Why, certainly; walk 
right back and we'll get you one.’ It is a good plan 
to make the visitors go down one side of the store to 
secure the souvenir and hack on the other side, the 
idea being to compel them not only to come into the 
store but to go entirely. through it, so that they may 
see all the goods that are on display. 

“Tt is a well-known fact that in every large crowd 
that can be attracted to examine a display of goods 
there will be a certain percentage of purchasers. The 
large department stores in the big cities have learned 
the truth of this and the changed appearance of their 
interior arrangement shows that they understand the 
business possibilities in a crowd. They do not now 
have their goods hidden away in boxes and piled up on 
shelves, as formerly was the case. Instead they have 
numerous show cases, counter cases and wall cases, 
in which the goods are freely displayed to the best 
advantage. Thus people who visit the store cannot 
help but see the styles and kinds and varieties, and the 
result is that frequently visitors and customers not 
intending to buy a certain article that day are re- 
minded by a pleasing sight of the article that they 
need it.” 

A Hint for the Retailer. 

There is more than a hint here for every hardware 
retailer. The old arrangement of the hardware store 
in which most of the goods were hidden from sight 
and little effort was made at attractive display should 
be regarded as a thing of the past. In view of modern 
improvements in store fixtures and devices for display, 
such an arrangement is worse than antiquated—it is 
suicidal. A hardware retailer to achieve or maintain 
success nowadays must march with the times. Hard- 
ware stores of the old style should be rearranged-and 
more wall cases and display cases should be installed. 
When a spring opening or any other such event is an- 
nounced in connection with the store, is a good time to 
put in one or more new display cases. 

Not only will The Simmons Hardware Company and 
others cheerfully furnish souvenir buttons, but many 
manufacturers of hardware specialties will be glad to 
furnish cook-books, etc., to be distributed upon the 
occasion of anniversaries and openings. Quite a num- 
ber of manufacturers of steel and malleable ranges 
have a corps of demonstrators whom they send around 
to their customers for such occasions. The Republic 
Metalware Company of Chicago, manufacturers of 
the Savory Roaster; the Lisk Mfg.

bring a crowd of prospective buyers into any hardware 
store. 

It is a characteristic of American people to follow 
the crowd and if a demonstration of any kind is given 
in front. of a store it will not take long to gather a 
crowd... this may not get them into the store or 
get them to go through the store, so it is usually found 
advisable when more than one demonstrator is avail- 
able in the case of. a spring opening, to have one in 
front of the store or in the window and one in a rear 
corner, and then distribute souvenirs or printed matter 
in another portion of the store, thus compelling visitors 
to go the rounds of the entire establishment. 

In most small towns there is local talent that can be 
relied upon as a drawing card and very often this is 
available for openings. No universal rule can be laid 
down to fit all cases and in deciding upon the methods 
to use, the hardware retailer must be governed by his 
individual judgment as well as by the experience 
of others.

4. You shall advertise us at all times and in all 
places. 

5. You shall buy your church bells and interior 
church fixtures from us and forward the money in 
advance, for that is our business method. 

6. You shall collect from the business men in your 
vicinity as much money as you can for the benefit of

The eleventh annual convention of the North Da- 
kota Retail Hardware Merchants’ Association was 
held at the Bijou Theater at Minot, Tuesday, Wednes- 
day and Thursday, March 12, 13 and 14. 

Although this convention was, because of the ina- 
bility of the railroads to handle passengers, postponed 
from February 5, 6 and 7, there was a large attend- 
ance present when President Emery called the con- 
vention to order. 

Despite the fact that the railroad companies had 
made a great reduction in their rates for the first 
convention and had promised to give lower rates at 
this one, they went back on their promises and re- 
fused to make any concessions at all. The statement 
was made that at the former time there was no dis- 
cussion antagonistic to railroads in the North Dakota 
Legislature, but now that there was they refused to 
make any excursion rates or any discounts whatever. 

The first session of the convention was executive 
and none but members were admitted. Even the re- 
porters for the trade press were barred from entering. 


WEDNESDAY MORNING, MARCH 13. 





The convention proper opened on Wednesday morn- 
ing. President H. F. Emery welcomed the delegates 
in a few remarks, and introduced the Rev. Mr. Ells- 
worth of Minot, who opened the convention with 
prayer. 

Mayor Greenleaf of Minot then delivered an ad- 


dress of welcome, to which President Emery replied. 
President’s Address. 
President Emery then delivered his annual address. 
He said in part: 

Gentlemen: Years like 1905 and 1906 show to us the 
great possibilities and the probabilities of North Dakota. This 
is a producing state and our market is the market of the 
world. In the development of a state no one factor plays a 
more prominent part than does the hardware merchant. A 
community can be pretty well sized up by the make-up of its 
hardware store. Prosperous and up-to-date hardware mer- 
chants represent a prosperous community and it has well been 
said that “hardware is the barometer of the times.” 

With prosperity showing on every hand, with orders 
pouring into the retail store, with tin-shops full of work, with 
stoves to be blackened and times so good that we cannot find 
a “blacker,” is it to be wondered .at that so many merchants 
take so little interest in association work? 

It is not the activity of the corporations, trusts, combina- 
tions and mail order houses that is to be feared, but the in- 
activity and deadness of the busy merchant and the quiet 
citizen. 

The tariff law when first enacted was a grand thing, but 
the prosperity and growth of this country was so great that 
the same good tariff was the means of starting some greedy 
institutions that have shown their willingness to take ad- 
vantage of the help extended and so my words to you in 
retiring, as your president for the last four years, are: Be 
up and doing, help your executive committee, your incoming 
president and your secretary, whenever you can, that we may 


be in the best of shape to stop the growth of the mail-order 
business which has shown its hands in prosperous times and 
cannot help but be a great menace to trade (unless checked) 
when the high tide shall subside and when quietness follows, 
though it be for a short time, for history has proven that 
extra good times are followed by a lull in trade. 

In closing let me remind you not to be impatient because 
we are not able to solve all the problems at once, but remem- 
ber that great victories are won by fighting the battle-of to-day 
and being ready and willing to take up the new questions of 
to-morrow. 

F. L. Macomber of Chicago was introduced by the 
president and delivered an address on credits. 

C. D. Maclaren of St. Paul and Mr. Burdick, credit 
man of the Hall-Robertson Co. of Fargo, and Mr. 
Hopkins, credit man for the Janney, Semple, Hill 
Hdw. Co., of Minneapolis, followed. 


WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON, MARCH 13. 





The first part of the afternoon session was passed 
in discussion as to the best methods of advertising. 

J. A. Roell of Minot said: “I thiigibgs 
of advertising is to keep the storela 
and have good salesmen who are jtidges of human 
nature to tell what a party wants and about what 
priced goods he should buy, and are able to talk the 
goods intelligently. The next would be newspaper 
advertising—good, clean newspaper advertising, right 
to the point and always underlined with prices. I 
don’t think it pays to advertise auything in display 
unless: you have a price on it. The price always 
talks.” 

The question of the retail dealer borrowing money 
to discount his bills was then taken up. 

Delegate Cole of Lisbon was asked for his opinion. 
He said: .“I would advise every retail dealer to dis- 
count his bills if possible, even if he has to borrow 
the money to do it, and if your credit is good enough 
to buy the goods on time your credit should be good 
enough at the bank to get the money to discount the 
bills.” 

Mr. Hopkins, credit man for Janney, Semple, Hill 
& Co., Minneapolis, said: “I don’t know of a jobber 
that does not borrow money to discount his bills. If 
you can borrow money at a reasonable rate of in- 
terest you can save money by discounting your bills.”

Prof. Thompson of New York City, a representa- 
tive of The National Lead Co., opened the “Paint 
Day” discussion. His address was an interesting and 


valuable one. 
Maximilian Toch on the Paint Law. 

On Thursday afternoon Mr. Maximilian Toch of 
Toch Bros., New York, addressed the convention on 
“The History and Composition of Paints.” He said: 

Gentlemen: It gratifies me to be able to appear before 
you as the representative of the Paint Grinders’ Associa- 
tion of the United States, to explain to you the composition 
of paints and the relative merits of their ingredients. 

Mixed paint as an article of commerce is distinctively 
American, and was first placed on sale about forty years ago, 
and owes its success to the demand created by the pioneers. 
There are a variety of materials which enter into the manu- 
facture of mixed paints, the best known being white lead, for 
the reason that for nearly 2,000 years it stood alone, and 
zine oxide, sublimed lead, zinc lead and lithopone have all 
appeared within fifty years, and they have come to stay. 

Some forty years ago Dr. Breinig found, like all other 
observers, that white lead at the sea shore did not wear 
well, but chalked and flaked, and on mixing lead with 
ground quartz he obtained a paint that lasted several years 
longer, and when repainting became necessary the surface 
presented was better adapted for the purpose. 

This then marks the advent of materials added to lead 
and zinc to give them life and quality, and these materials 
we call fillers or inert extenders. 

A large number of the natural pigments contain these 
fillers or inert extenders such as ochre, sienna, bone black, 
iron oxides, umbers, mineral blacks, etc. Many of the chemi- 
cal pigments. contain them also, such as lithopone, Venetian 
red, olive green, etc. 

THE NORTH DAKOTA LAW. 


The law of North Dakota as it stands today says that 
all paints must be made of nothing else than white lead, 
zinc, linseed oil, turpentine, Japan drier and pure colors. If 
any other ingredient is used, the paint must be labeled. It 
must be understood that I have no objection to white lead, 
for it possesses qualities which have made it very valuable 
to the painter, and these are its enormous hiding power or 
body and the ease with which it is applied. Nor have I 
anything against zinc, for I haye always been a staunch 
advocate for its use, and I unhesitatingly make the statement 
that no paint maker in the world can keep his factory going 
without it. Zinc has a great value, yet fifty years ago it had 
few friends and fewer users. Linseed oil and turpentine are 


staples in the trade, and of linseed oil it can truly be said 
that no substitute has been found for it in general house 
painting, yet I will show you that there are paints which 
are made in industrial quantities into which none of these 
materials enter and in which zinc or lead or oil would be 
nothing but a detriment. 

I have not come here to speak against your law, al- 
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though I am totally against it in the letter, but heartily 


with it in spirit. Your legislators have not proved that the 
so called statutory pigments, lead and zinc, make the best 
paints and allowing only such paints to be unlabeled as to 
composition, they have cast an onus on other good paints 
which is unjust and uncalled for. I believe that this law 
was only intended for white and light shades of paints, for 
no man or body of men could be so short sighted as to expect 
that a black or a red or a brown or a green paint could 
be made of lead or zinc with the necessary tinting material. 

If you want a law to protect your people against 
bad paints, then label them all and give no preference to 
any, for there is no chemist nor any paint manufacturer 
who can say a paint of given composition is the best. 

You have all heard so much concerning the materials 
which paint is composed of that I will not take up your 
time to explain them all in detail, but I will show you some 
lantern slides and explain some of the different kinds of 
paints and their uses. 

PAINT ON SKY SCRAPERS. 

I show you a number of views of the city of New York, 
with its high buildings and sky scrapers, all of which de- 
pend to a greater or lesser degree upon paint for their per- 
manence. The steel skeletons of all these buildings must be 
protected against corrosion, and in some cases it has been 
found that the wrong paint, no matter how good its quality 
may have been judged from your standpoint of purity, has 
created quite a considerable damage and oxidation has been 
the result, In my entire experience as a specialist on the 
subject of the manufacture of protective coatings for struc- 
tural steel I know of no instance where your statutory paints 
were used or could have been used. 

I have repeated that I have no objection to your law, 
but the mere fact that you have stated that lead and zinc 
paints shall have a halo around them, for they are holy, and 
all other paints must be identified by a black mark against 
them, is sufficient warrant for you to revoke any such legis- 
lation if it be in your power, for you are discriminating 
ignorantly against that which you know not. 

I have been told that you are only a farming state and 
all you want is paint for cottages and barns. I prophesy for 
you that before you know it you will be a manufacturing 
state in addition to your wheat and produce, and when you 
are you will need paint for other things than houses and 
outhouses. 

I have, of course, no sympathy with worthless paints or 
concoctions which masquerade under the name of paints. 
The mail order house paints are not worthy of the name, 
and yet they can defy you by shipping their wares into this 
state in unbroken packages and the honest maker has no 
recourse, 


Prof. Ladd on the North Dakota Law. 
Prof. E. F. Ladd followed on “The Pure Paint 
Law of North Dakota.” He said: 


One year or more has passed since the North Dakota 
paint law first became operative, the enforcement of which 
was delayed for three months owing to a temporary re- 
straining order granted by the United States district court 
to prevent the enforcement of the terms of the act. Suffi- 
cient time has, however, elapsed to show something of the 
value of this act for the protection of the people of the state 
when the same is properly enforced. 

Public sentiment clearly indicates, in this state, that no 
act of the legislature has been so popular; that no act of 
the legislature has ever furnished more information of direct 
value to the people of the state and of more benefit in the 
way of protection to the consuming public than has come 
from the enforcement of the paint law. 

That this feeling and the need for such laws is not 
confined to North Dakota alone is clearly indicated from the 
fact that during the present winter there are before the 
legislatures of several states for consideration bills similar 
in nature to that enacted in North Dakota. So far as I am 
aware, in each instance the bills have followed the lines of 
the North Dakota law. That the principles as enunciated in 
the North Dakota law have met the approval of the practical 
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paint men would be further indicated from the fact that the 
master painters throughout the country have generally en- 
dorsed this measure. The Master House Painters’ and Dec- 
orators’ Association of Pennsylvania has had drafted a bill 
following closely the lines of the North Dakota paint law, 
namely: that those paints not composed of the so called 
statutory pigments must be labeled to show their composi- 
A DIFFERENCE OF OPINION. 
There has been a difference of opinion as to whether a 
law regulating the sale of paints should require all paints 
to be labeled, or only those which departed from the con- 
stituents which have long been recognized as the basis for 
paint manufacture, namely: pure white lead, zinc oxide, pure 
turpentine, pure linseed oil, pure Japan drier and pure colors. 

Many arguments have been put forth to show that a 
law exempting these paints from labeling is unfair, but the 
evidences thus far presented have not been sufficient to con- 
vince me that it would be desirable to recommend any 
change at the present time in the wording of our law. 

That other and so called inert materials may be used 
as a sttbstitute, and that they may be possessed of unusual 
merit need not be disputed, but until it has been demon- 
strated that they are equal to or superior as the basis for 
paints, except in unusual cases, it does not seem wise to 
accept them on an equal basis with the foregoing named 
constituents, 

Climatic conditions, as well as the character of the build- 
ing material to which the paint is to be applied, must to a 
considerable extent determine what is the best material to 
be used for paint purposes. The use of a constituent which 
might be found wholly desirable along the sea shore or in 
lighthouse buildings is not necessarily adapted to conditions 
inland, and the drier climate of North Dakota might possibly 
require modification in paint manufacture as compared with 
more humid regions. Again, the character of the building 
material employed in this state differs from that of the more 
eastern portion of our country. 

PAINT MANUFACTURERS DIFFER. 

That paint manufacturers are not wholly agreed among 
themseives as to what substitute is best to be used is clearly 
indicated from the fact that one man believes silicates are 
the only proper material to be introduced as an inert con- 
stituent; others would use largely barytes; still others are 
using gypsum, or other forms of lime compounds, and there 
are some who it would seem have no preference. As the 
analysis of their paints would seem to indicate, they have at 
times used the product most convenient at hand. 

It is not unlikely true that each of these constituents, 
under certain conditions, may have a useful place, and that 
paints may be used with satisfaction which are found to 
contain reasonable quantities of inert material, but to just 
what extent these are permissible, and under what conditions 
has not yet been fully worked out, and until such time has 
come it is improper, it seems to me, to do other than to 
require that their presence be made known. 

We might go on with this discussion indefinitely. with- 
out gaining any information, and wxtil practical tests have 
been made to show to the public the value of these several 
paint constituents for various climatic conditions, for various 
classes of building materials, the public is justified in ad- 
hering to the recognized standard which has been accepted, 
and is still apparently accepted by the master painters of this 
ceuntry, as being‘ possessed of the greatest value as a pro- 
tective and decorative coat for the wooden structures which 
constitute our homes. 

CATALOGUE HOUSE PAINTS. 

Important work done as the result of the enactment of 
the paint law in North Dakota was to show somewhat the 
character of the paints sold by many of the catalogue houses. 
I need not go into detail with regard to these paints, but 
it may be ‘said. that not one of them is what it is repre- 
sented to be. 

Ail of these paints, together with those generally sold 
by the majority of department stores, show a similarity in 
composition, and in the majority of cases a similarity of 
physical properties, all of which indicate an exceedingly cheap 
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paint, and often when purchased at any price prove dear te 


the users of the same. 

The exposure which has come from the analyses of paints 
in North Dakota will ultimately result in good for every hon- 
est manufacturer; it will drive from the market many of the 
spurious products; it will educate the public to demand a 
better grade of paint, and to expect better work on the part 
of the painter. The experimental data which will be secured 
should prove of immense benefit to paint manufacturers, and 
we trust will enable the people to judge of the relative merits 
of those ingredients which are seeking a place for use in the 
preparation of mixed paints.

THE PROGRAM ADVERTISING PAKE. 








To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

I read with much interest the letter from “J. S. A.” 
in your issue of March oth on the subject of pro- 
gram advertising as it affects the jobber and the 
manufacturer. As one of this class who has suffered 
from the hold-up methods of convention program pro- 
moters, will you allow me to express my thanks to 
“J. S. A.” for putting our cause so clearly before your 
readers and calling attention to an evil against which 
we have long kicked in silence. 

How can we be expected to enter into the spirit of 
co-operation that should characterize a hardware con- 
vention when its officers and promoters have deliber- 
ately taken our money for so-called advertising that 
can only be characterized as a fake, as it was called by 
a speaker at the Missouri Hardware Convention in 
January? 

It is small business on the part of the officers of 
any retail hardware association to compel (for that 
is what it really amounts to) manufacturers and job- 
bers to pay for space in programs that cannot possibl\ 
do them any good. Some of us have hesitated to call 
attention to this species of petty imposition, lest we 
should be accused of being stingy or close-fisted, but I 
would ask my friends in the retail trade if they do not 
themselves believe in turning down the program 
advertising that is offered to them in their own com- 
munities, and for the very same reason that causes us 
to register our kick at this time through the columns 
of THe AMERICAN ARTISAN, which I am bound to 
say, if you will permit me, has ever sought to ad- 
vance the best interests of the trade both wholesale 
and retail. | 

These advertising convention programs are getting 
so very numerous that few manufacturers can afford 
to advertise in all of them, and if they discriminate 
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and do not advertise in some, it is sad to relate, but 
true, that they are called down for it. 

Let me give you a specific instance of how the 
program racket worked in my own experience: In a 
certain state I have but one customer and that par- 
ticular customer suggested to me early in the present 
winter that I advertise in their state convention pro- 
gram. For plain business reasons I was compelled to 
refuse, but my customer cannot understand why I 
declined to give his association an ad. The simple 
reason is that I could not afford to advertise as my 
customer suggested, because my profits on his whole 
year’s sales would riot amount to the cost of the 
advertisement. 

In the past we have been “easy marks” with refer- 
ence to the program advertising fake and it will prob- 
ably take some backbone to hold out against the 
program promoters in future, but I sincerely trust 
that the publicity now being given to the subject will 
result in relieving the manufacturer and the jobber 
of the necessity of supporting such a palpable fake.

Freas, Trenton, N. J., on an insertible tooth for metal 
saws, and the patent has been assigned to Henry Diss- 
ton & Sons, Inc., Philadélphia. The claims allowed 
by the Patent Office are as follows: 

1. The combination of the recessed body of a saw, 
a tooth mounted in said recess and a wedge also

2. The combination of the recessed body of a saw,

3. The combination of the recessed blade of a saw, 
a tooth having a point and a shank, said shank being 
slightly tapered, being wider at the base than at the 
throat, a wedge in the recess back of the tooth, said 


wedge being wider at the inner end than at the outer 
end, substantially as described.

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ZINC USED FOR MANY PURPOSES. 








The average individual will quickly describe the 
commercial uses and values of gold, silver, copper, 
iron, coal, etc., but ask him what zinc is used for and 
he will probably stop at washboards, bathtubs and the 
commonly-called “zinc,” a sheet used under the kitchen 
or hall stove as a floor protection against fire or’ heat, 
says S. F. B. Morse in The Manufacturers’ Record. 
Space forbids the full list, but sufficient is said when 
it is explained that zinc to-day is extensively used in 
preventing wear and tear on boilers, in the manufac- 
ture of nails, metal shingles, roofing, ornamental ceil- 
ings and wall finish, moldings and castings, water and 
oil tanks, bath and wash tubs, washboards, linings for 
refrigerators, netting, screens, toys, wire, printing 
plates, engravings, bronze, galvanized-iron and brass 
products. Fifty-eight per cent of the zinc produced 
enters into the manufacture of galvanized iron, 25 per 
cent into brass products. Two million five hundred 
thousand pounds of zinc spelter was consumed last‘ 
year alone in the production of the common domestic 
pin and 17 per cent in the fine arts. Zine paint for 
interior finishing is fast encroaching upon white lead. 
Zinc is indispensable to the cyanide process of gold 
extraction and also for the desilverization of lead. 

The world’s supply of tin is being rapidly exhausted, 
and zinc is the only metal offering a substitute there- 
for. These facts, together with the ever and phenom- 
enally increasing requirements of electrical expan- 
sion, compel the conviction that the price of zinc must 
continue to rise not only in sympathy with copper and 
lead, with which it is so closely affiliated, but immeas- 
urably so upon its own merit and importance in other 
commercial directions.

Occasionally Mr. Hahn plunges and inserts a long 
local reading notice of a htimorous character, but we 
notice from a sample “Uncle Josh” letter of his which 
appeared in the Mandan Pioneer lately that he does 
not forget to keep his business prominently to the 
fore even when writing humor. 

Mr. Hahn’s methods are all right, and we hope his 
advertising proves as effective as he deserves. Opin- 
ions vary as to the use of comicalities in advertising, 
but in our opinion Mr. Hahn’s “Uncle Josh” letters 
are of a kind to be appreciated in the constituency to 
which he appeals, and are therefore good advertiSing. 
The public usually appreciates an effort on the part of 
a business man to afford it genuine fun. Mr. Hahn’s 
originality is praiseworthy and we advise him to per- 
severe along his present lines. 





The Leggett-Wisda Hardware Company of Ord, 
Nebraska, have issued as a spring announcement an 
eight-page circular chock full of live matter descrip- 
tive of seasonable goods and request the opinion of 
THe AMERICAN ARTISAN as to their use of this 
method of advertising.

Why not advertise 
their quality?

Mr. T. J. Matthews of Mt. Vernon, [Ilinois, presi- 
dent of the Illinois Retail Hardware Association, has 
summed up the subject of successful advertising very 
concisely as follows: 

“The question of what is the best advertising, as I 
take it, means what will be the most effective way of 
bringing a customer to your store. By all means, I 
think, the best advertising in that sense of the word is 
newspaper advertising, and by newspaper advertising | 
do not mean to say that ‘John Jones sells hardw?re and 
stoves.’ That does not advertise. By advertising I 
mean an advertisement of specific things, with a specific 
price, and not only that, but it should give some details 
about the article that is being advertised. Make those 
details as attractive as possible—that is, describe the 
article in an attractive way, and make the reader want 
it. Talk to the public through the paper as you would 
talk to the customer over the counter. When you get 
the customer into your store he deserves fair treat- 
ment. That you must give him if you expect to make 
him a customer. Then when an article proves de- 
fective or goes wrong, make it right—and do it quick.” 

The ideas so tersely expressed by Mr. Matthews 
are precisely those which THE AMERICAN ARTISAN 
h-s advocated right along and will continue to urge.

At the annual meeting of the stockholders of the 
American Radiator Company, held in East Orange, 
N. J., March 6, the retiring board of directors was 
re-elected. The officers and directors of the company 
for the ensuing year are: 

President—Clarence M. Woolley. 

Vice-president—John B. Pierce. 

Second vice-president—Charles H. Hodges. 

Treasurer—Charles M.° Parker. 

Directors—Henry Bond, Clarence Carpenter, James 
B. Dill, Ralph M. Dyar, John Fertig, James B. For- 
gan, Charles H. Hodges, Frank O. Lowden, J. L. Mc- 
Kinney, George W. Parker, Frank M. Peter, J. B. 
Pierce, Walter S. Russell, Clarence M. Woolley. 

The annual report for the year ended January 31, 
1907, made the best showing in the company’s history, 
not only on account of the profits, but of other fea- 
tures. 

Net earnings on the common stock, after deducting 
all charges for depreciation, were equal to 13.08 per 
cent, although the dividends paid on the issue are but 
4 per cent. The surplus of the company, standing 
at $3,384,071, is 11.28 per cent in excess of the total 
amount of the preferred stock. The quick assets 
shown are 41 per cent in excess of the preferred stock. 

An innovation noted is the creation of an insurance 
fund of $300,000 to protect the company against the 
possible decline in the value of its stock of merchan- 
dise or product on hand. The fund so created is 
equal, substantially, to 22 per cent of the total value of 
the stocks shown at this time. In the event, there- 
fore, of the company’s product declining in value 22 
per cent on account of changed business conditions 
the company’s surplus would be in no wise impaired. 
There has also been set aside $100,000 to insure bad 
accounts. 

In his annual report to the shareholders, President 
Clarence M. Woolley spoke of the improved position 
of the company in its manufacturing and distributing 
departments. There has been further concentration 
of organization, though the company is committed to 
the policy of distributing manufacturing plants and 
sales branches. The company now has eight plants in 

this country, while in England, France, and Germany 
the company has practically introduced the hot water 
and steam heating system, and is naturally far in the 
lead in the business.

USES OF THE FAN BLOWER. 





With the possible exception of the steam pump it is 
doubtful if any other mechanical device has so varied 
a field of direct application as the fan blower; these 
two machines really being in the same class, the one 
handling liquids at pressures measured in pounds, while 
the other creates movement of air and gases under 
pressure differences measured in ounces. 

Fan blower applications may be broadly divided into 
two classes, says Walter B. Snow, in Cassier’s. Maga- 
zine. First, those in which the object is to actually 
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transport the air or gas, and second, those in which the 
air serves as a medium for the transportation of other 
materials. Ventilation and the supply of air for com- 
bustion are properly included under the first classifica- 
tion. The conveyance of light material and the trans- 
mission of heat or moisture in the air come within the 
second classification. 

Ventilation, whether secured by natural or artificial 
means, results only from the creation of a pressure 
difference between two points such as to cause a flow 
of the liquid from the higher and the lower pressure 
area. In the case of natural ventilating systems maxi- 
mum efficiency is secured only through the employment 
of flues and ducts of large area, through which the air 
flows at low velocity. At best, the mechanical ef- 
ficiency of the heated flue is very low. With a fan, 
however, much greater. pressure differences can be 
easily created and smaller pipes with higher air veloci- 
ties employed. With the fan, the heat expenditure 
necessary to produce a given air movement is surpris- 
ingly less than with natural draft in a flue or chimney. 

According to the degree of activity of the occupant 
the velocity of the air admitted to the room may be 
high or low, but it is easily regulated where a fan is 
employed. In the sparsely occupied building the per 
capita space is large, the air volume therefore required 
is relatively small, and the rate of flow may be high. 
In the crowded hall of audience the minimum of floor 
space is provided for each occupant and the maximum 
of air supply is required. Here the utmost refinetnent 
is necessary in the tempering and distribution of the 
air. 

In the ordinary building, ventilation is very prop- 
erly a process of substitution of fresh air for foul air, 
but the fan does not absolutely control the conditions, 
for the walls are usually porous and there are leaks 
around the windows and doors. In the mine how- 
ever, with its practically air-tight chambers and its 
vertical shaft, there is no appreciable inward or out- 
ward leakage. All air which passes through the mine 
likewise passes through the fan, very positive con- 
trol being had over its distribution. 

The limits of the realm of the fan blower cannot be 
established, its boundaries are constantly increasing, 
new processes and industries depend upon it for suc- 
cessful operation, old applications are improved by 
its introduction, it is a boon to all mankind.

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CHEMICAL ACTION ON ROOFING METALS. 








Brother Osborne Discusses the Question Interestingly 
and@ Also Tackles the Steel Square Problem. 
To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

I wish to contribute my mite in regard to the so- 
called chemical action between sheet copper and gal- 
vanized iron, also copper and tin, an inquiry regard- 
ing which appeared in THE AMERICAN ARTISAN of 
February 23. 

From many years of experience with sheet metals 
am convinced that the action resulting from the union 
of copper with some other metals is more properly 
speaking an electric or galvan‘c action, rather than 
chemical. 

Copper and zinc placed a little distance apart in 4 
solution of blue vitriol and connected outside the liq- 
uid, will produce a strong electric current. And 
even if placed in vinegar, or in a solition of common 
salt, or of sal ammoniac, an electric current is ob- 
tained. 

Place a small piece of copper under the end of the 
tongue, and a piece of-zinc on the top, and keeping 
them both in contact with the tongue touch them to- 
gether, and a very perceptible electric shock will be 
felt. If the zinc is replaced by a silver coin the shock 
can be plainly felt, although not so strong; and a piece 
of tin produces a slight shock when tested w:th the 
copper. 

A tin wash boiler with copper bottom will actually 
rust out more quickly than the same quality of tin with 
a tin bottom ; and galvanized iron is soon rusted away 
near the seam when united to copper. I do not say 
that the result is so rapid, if the metals are only riv- 
eted instead of soldered, but I believe there is but little 
difference. 

The corroding process does not take place through- 
out the entire surface of the tin or galvanized iron, 
but usually within '% or % of an inch of the point of 
contact at first, gradually spreading further, however, 
if not sent to the repair shop. 

I hope to hear an expression on this subject from 
many of the boys, and that some of the ideas brought 
out may be of use to the parties who made the in- 
quiry. — 

That Steel Square Problem. 

In your issue of February oth, A. A. Jones stated 
“A Steel Square Problem” as follows: 

“Two vessels start from the same point at the same 
time, one running due east at five knots per hour, the 
other running due south at six knots per hour. After 
they have been out 36 hours the one running s‘x knots 
changes its course to overtake the one running at five 
knots. How far from the starting point did the one 
running at six knots overtake the one running at five 
knots per hour?” 

I also solved this problem with the steel square, us- 
ing a rule, however, in connection with the square. 

At first, I tried letting the 32d of an inch represent 
a knot, but soon found that the square would be too. 
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short to complete the solution. I then used a 64th to 
represetit a knot, and according to my solution, the 
six-knot vessel overtook the five-knotter at a point 
1,180 knots due east from the starting point. 
Referring to the diagram, let the inside corner of 
the square, A, be the starting point, then to the right, 
along the blade is east, and down along the tongue 
is south. Then in 36 hours sailing the one going east 
at five knots per hour will travel 180 knots, which at 
1-64 inches to the knot would be 2 and 13-16 inches, 
marked B. The other sailing south 36 hours would 
travel 216 knots, represented by 3 and % inches at C. 
Here the faster vessel changes her course and sails 
in a direct line towards the point marked D. She 
reaches D after sailing 200 hours from C, and the dis- 
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tance traveled is 1,200 knots. Then as the slower ves- 
sel was at B when the other started from C, she would 
only make 1,000 knots in the same time (200 hours) 
and would reach D at the same time, and at a distance 
of 1,180 knots from the starting point, A, represented 
by 18 and 7-16 inches. 

Now Mr. Jones’ question is, “How far from the 
starting point did the one running six knots overtake 
the one running at five knots per hour?” And in 
answer I would say, 1,416 knots by the faster vessel's 
route, but only 1,180 knots due east from the starting

A CLEVER BIT OF SHEET COPPER WORK.

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_ Trade Report. 


HARDWARE, 

The condition of the hardware trade continues sat- 
isfactory for the season. The prospect of settled 
weather in the middle West has given an impetus to 
business as far as builder’s hardware is concerned, 
and jobbers report a goed demand in all lines. 

Deliveries are improving and complaints are rapidly 
decreasing in number. No further difficulty from the 
car shortage is anticipated for some time to come ex- 
cept in the delivery of galvanized iron and wire goods, 
the mills in these lines being still crowded with orders. 
They are, as a rule, from six to eight weeks behind on 
orders, and some mills are asking and receiving pre- 
miums of toc per keg on wire nails, the demand for 
which-is abnormally large and insistent. 

Manufacturers are reported to be considering an 
advance in galvanized fence wire. New prices pre- 
vail on stove and sink bolts, a-general advance being 
noted on all the different sizes. 





TIN PLATE. 

Tin plates are firm at previous prices. The mills 
are active, with orders booked well ahead. The mar- 
ket is regarded as strong and the outlook as 
satisfactory. 

The usual bi-monthly adjustment of tin mill wages 
was made by the leading interest March 12, disclos- 
ing ground for another 2 per cent advance. This ad- 
justment covers the tonnage men in the hot mills of the 


tin plate plants.

The demand for sheet zinc continues unabated at 
the recent advance. The price of the commodity is 
now held firmly by the leading producers at $8.50 per 
100 pounds f. o. b. smelter, with 8 per cent discount, 
no charge for extras. Prices on cask lots in jobbers’ 
hands are held at $8.50@8.75 per 100 pounds. 





COPPER. 

The sagging of prices in the London copper market 
affected prices in New. York during the past week, 
and there was an easier feeling. Few sales have been 
reported but previous quotations still hold good. 
There is plenty of inquiry for delivery in the last half 
of the year and electrolytic is in demand abroad for 
April, May and June deliveries. The demand for 
casting copper is rather dull and prices are steady at 
about Ic per pound under lake and electrolytic for 
spot April and May. 

The base price on sheet copper is firm and un- 
changed at 32c. Yellow metal is firm, the base price 
of dimensions being 24c. Sheathing metal is quoted 
at 22c, keel and stem metal at 24c and nails at 23c.

MERCHANT BARS. 

Steel bars are firm and unchanged at $1.60 at mill, 
and iron bars continue quotable at $1.70@1.75 mill. 
There is a strong belief in the East that freight rates 
on iron and steel products from Pittsburgh to Eastern 
points will be advanced shortly. The advance is -ex- 
pected to be about 3c per 100 lIbs., which will restore 
the rates in force before the last reduction. 

The question of a price concession to implement 
makers similar to that of last year is still undecided, 
but the mills continue steadfast in opposition to the 
idea. 





PIG IRON. 

During the past week an improvement has been 
noted in the demand for pig iron for spot and nearby 
delivery. This improvement is especially noticeable 
in New York and the middle West, the New England 
section being still quiet. There is plenty of evidence 
that the shortage in iron is by no means at an end 
and cases are recited in which producers of pig iron 
have purchased it in the open market to help out on 
contracts. The only weakness in the siiuation lies 
entirely in the last half demand and in this respect the 
market is quiet rather than weak. There is a con- 
tinued demand for deliveries before July 1. This has 
strengthened the position of the producers in all sec- 
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tions, leaving them in a very independent mood, They 
are not pressing sales, as they can afford to wait for 
awhile. 

Prices on pig iron hold very steady throughout the 
list with a very firm tone in quotations for anything 
like prompt delivery. There have been few’ arriva's 
of foreign iron and they have not affected the market. 
The Southern furnaces maintain prics well and deliv- 
eries being still very much delayed, the accumutation 
of ore on Southern yards will be some time reaching 
consumers. 

Considerable activity in the Pittsburgh district has 
been noted of late. No. 2 foundry iron is quoted at 
$25.85 Pittsburgh for prompt delivery. Chicago quo- 
tations are on the basis of $23.50 for No. 2 foundry.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report : 

“An increasing scarcity of spot iron, no improvement in 
railroad conditions, continued pressure on the part of buyers 
for deliveries due on contracts and a search for iron for early 
delivery, are local features during the week past. Business 
has been good and inquiry is strong. Sales made are, for the 
most part, for third quarter and last half delivery and already 
southern furnaces are in a very secure position for the first 
nine months of this year. Northern furnaces are fast be- 
coming equally strong on account of well-filled order books 
and conditions generally are beyond criticism. Several large 
buyers have been feeling the market. 


“Cortracts on the books of manufacturing concerns and 
the leading ones in special lines particularly are greater than 
ever before, in some cases amounting to a tonnage sufficient 
to keep the plants running full time for two years. 

“Business in finished steel products is only being taken 
care of when offered backed up by unusual pressure ant ton- 
rage is turned down daily on account of inability of pants 
to add to their present fully taxed capacity. 

“Railroads in different parts of the country are advancing 
or contemplate advancing rates on various raw materials 
which enter into the manufacture of pig iron and this will 
naturally increase the now already high cost. For Pennsyl- 
vania and New Jersey furnaces, the increased rate on Lake 
Superior ore from the lake ports will add materially to the 
masiufactured expense. 

“Recent sales of Bessemer iron in Pittsburg territory to 
consumers who are aiso manufacturers of this grade, indicate 
that even their own output is insufficient to take care of the 
growing demands made upon them. This is the first pur- 
chase made by them in some time and is significant. 

“Coke is without noticeable change. Deliveries are not 
improved and the seasonable rains during March and April 
will doubtless interfere further with production.”

President Johnson introduced George P. Griffin of Albion, Mich., a representative of 
the Michigan Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association. 
| The following talk which was delivered by Mr. Griffin at the 13th Annual Convention of the Ohio 
Hardware Association at Columbus, Ohio, was based on the Security Lightning Rod. 

I hardly know what to speak about, but there is only one thing upon my mind at this time and that is the subject 
of profits, and I presume that never in the history of the retail hardware business—I know in my own case—in sixteen 
years that I have been connected with the hardware business, have the conditions been as they are to-day. Well, the 
hardware people as a rule are looked upon as the representative business men of this country. I hardly believe that there 
are any class of dealers who are so slow to take advantage of a rising market as the hardware dealer. I knowin our state 
that they seldom raise the retail price until we have sold out the stuff that we buy cheap. 

Now. there is a condition that presents itself, gentlemen, before the retail hardware people to-day, that we should 
take hold of, and that is the lightning rod business. A year ago I attended a meeting of a telephone company in a little 
town twelve miles from my city. I had one of the telephones in my store. I attended the meeting principally to get 
acquainted with the farmers, and I went in a store in the town of a friend of mine and saw some lightning rods. I says, 
**Well, what are you selling?” He says “Lightning rods,”’ and 1 gave him the laugh. Well, I came home and went to the 
Michigan Association meeting in August and found there dozens of hardware people who were selling lightning rods and 
making money, and | found out since on investigation that one firm in a town had cleaned up net $6,100.00 in the light- 
ning rod business. 

Gentlemen, you can get good lightning rods that will absolutely protect the farmers’ buildings, and you are more 
fortunate in Ohio than in any other state from the fact that a building properly protected with lightning rods, the old 
line companies will give you better rates. We investigated the lightning rod business and commenced to sell them on the 
llth day of January. I looked around and found lightning rods that I thought was good and I bought one thousand feet. 
After I bought it I found that my competitor ina town near me had the same thing and was selling it at such a price that 
there was practically no margin in it. Then I bought another one that was better, and found the same thing—that jt 
was being sold in a town eighteen miles‘away. Then I investigated another one and got a county on it—got the western 
half of Jackson County and the eastern half of Calhoun, and I started out and divided that county among the farmers— 
got.a farmer to canvass forme. Since the 11th day of January my profits have amounted to a substantial sum. 

Now, the secret of the lightning rod btsiness is to get one on which you have the absolute control of the territory 
In the state of Indiana, as my friend Corey here will bear me out, they are all taking hold of it. In the State of Michigan 
the hardware dealers will clean up $150,000.00 this year in the lightning rod business. 

As a memer of the executive committee of the Michigan Retail Hardware Association I extend to you a most 
hearty invitation to attend our convention in August, and if you come up there, gentlemen, I assure you that we will give 
you'one of the best times in your life. Now if you desire any information in regard to lightning rods I might be able to 
enlighten you. I will be glad to meet you at the exhibit building.
